But howſoever begotten, 
the Parce (they ſay) were his (ifters. 
Hee is -purtrayed by the Ancients in

Morcoyer hee was ac- 
counted the leader and commaunder 
* of the Nymphes, which were alwaies

the one is contained fatneilſe, which 


(by reaſbn of 'the inflamation and 
fumesthereof) is called the portion 
of God,' by which his affetion and 
zeale (tending to Gods glory, and 
aſcending rowardes heauen) is (igni- 


fied. In himaiſo are contained the 


bowels of charitic , and in him is 
founde that good and wholeſome 
feſh. | Whereasin the other, thereis 
nothing bur drie and naked bones, 
which neucrtheleffe doe ſtuffe vp 
the hide, and make it appeare like 
a faire and goodly ſacrifice: By this 
thay well bee meant thoſe externall 

vaine rites, and emprtie Cere- 
monies by which men doe oppreſfe 
and fill vp the ſincere worſhippe of 
God, thinges compoſed rather for 
oftentation then any |way condu- 
cingtotrue pietie. Neither doe they 
hold it ſufficientto offer ſuch mock- 
facrifices vnto God, except they al- 


| ſolay chem before him, as if hee had
